The trouble with the

When Paul Laxalt, 
now a senator and 
close friend of the 
president, was a small 


county D.A., the editor 
of a newspaper there 
got tired of the 
governor and his 
friends meeting over 
lunch as the “highway 
commission” and 
making decisions and 
spending money so he 
swore out a warrant 
for their arrest under 
the public meeting 
law. 

Laxalt had the 
governor, attorney 
general and state 
controller arrested and 
booked and was 
prepared to go to court 
when the publisher of 


the newspaper with¬ 
drew the complaint. 




We once tried to get 
a Superior Court judge 
to accept a motion on 
the Brown Act, but all 
we got was a lecture. 
Nothing in the 
language of the act 
says the complainent 
has to have a lawyer, 
but he would not ac¬ 
cept the complaint as a 
direct filing.

The Orange County 
Transit District Board 
of Directors approved 
a three-year contract 
with United Tran¬ 
sportation Union Local 
19, ending Orange 
County’s 22-day bus 
strike. Bus service will 
resume on Friday. 

Ralph E. Clark, 
chairman of the OCTD 
Board of Directorsl, 
said the settlement 
“skillfully balances 
the interests of both 
the taxpayers and the 


transit district ein- 
ployees.” Clark said 
the settlement was 
within the guidelines 
approved by the OCTD 
Board more than three 
months ago. 

“I personally have a 
lingering belief that 
this entire bus strike 
was unnecessary. It 
was not needed,” 
Clark said. “The 
OCTD Board of 
Directors never 
changed its 

authorization on the 


amount available for 
bargaining. The Board 
never changed its 
objectives. 

“I don’t know what 
was gained by the 
strike, but I do know 
that it has damaged 
the OCTD’s reputation 
for providing reliable 
service to the transit 
dependent of Orange 
County . The damage is 
not irreparable,” 
Clark said, ’’but if will 
hurt all of us who 


believe in public 
transportation.” 

OCTD General 
Manager James 
Reichert said the 
principle components 
of the approved set¬ 
tlement calls for: 

-The District’s 745 
coach operators to 
receive a 6 percent 
wage increase the first 
year of the contract 
and 4 percent each of 
the next two years;

said. ‘*This adjustment 
was put into effect so 
we could attract and 
keep these highly 
trained employees. ’ ’ 

Rechert said the 
average wage of OCTD 
coach operators will 
now be $9.46 per hour 
and the average 
mechanic wage will be 
$10. At the Southern 
California Rapid 
Transit District, top 
drivers will receive 
$10.27 per hour and top 
mechanics will receive 
$12.38 as of March 1. 

“Once we got down 
to serious negotiations, 
the issue of parity with 
SCRTD vanished,” 
Reichert said. “It 
would have meant 
financial disaster for 
the OCTD if we had 
been forced to settle 
for a wage and benefit 
package that was 
identical to the one 
negotiated by a transit 
district that is five 
times larger than our 
organization.” 

Reichert said the 
District was also able 
to protect key labor- 
management issues as 
part of the 
negotiations. “We 
were able to protect 
our ability to sub¬ 
contract and assign 
work under the 
mechanics’ agreement 
and we were able to 
increase our usage of 
part-time drivers 
under the coach 
operators’ 
agreement,” Reichert 
said. “These and other 
contract provisions 
will be significant 
money saving items 
for the district in the 
future.” 

Chairman Clark said 
the strike will have an 
impact on the future of 
the District and the 
district ridership. “We 
must realize that it will 
take us some time to 
recover from the 
disruption in our 
service,” Clark said. 
“By approving this 
agreement, we are 
letting our employees 
and our passengers 
know we want to put 
the past behind us and 
continue to work to 
provide needed public 
transportation in 
Orange County.”
